nett field, 2Cew~ York, on Tuesday 
morning they had been sighted only 
once, and that was over Newfound- 
land just before they headed across 
the Atlantic. 


Grinning broadly and 
shaking 


their own hands above their heads, 
they climbed out of their sturdy 
plane while a. sreaz crowdv among 
them most o* the members of the 
American colony cheered. 


Ambassador Joseph C. Grew gave 


them, a hand out of ibe cockpit and 
introduced them to the governor o: 
Jnstanbul. A squad; of Turkish po- 
lice presented arms during the brief 
ceremony. 


"We are very happy at having ac- 


complished our purpose of beating 
the world's non-stop record," Board- 
loan, told 
the- Associated Press 


correspondent. 'It was a. fine trip." 


"Th& hardest part of the trip was 


last night, flying over the Alps," he 
said. 


"The Atlantic passage was fine, 


with ns bad winds or storms, but it 
•was very foggy. We saw the water 
only once, near Newfoundland. Af- 
ter that the fog was so heavy we

Here 
is an airship that embodies not only 
the very latest ideas in design and 
construction, but promises to hold 
its supremacy for many years. Its 
12 gas cells contain 6| million cubic 
feet^of non-inflammable helium, or 
twice that of the Graf Zeppelin. 


Consider the Akron's outstanding; 


features: 


3. Svery previous - rigid airship 
has\had only one metal -keel or 
backbone, running from nose to «tem 
along, the bottom. The Akron has 
three- such keels, one along the top 
and. the other two along the sides. 


These three keels are also tri- 


angular passageways, pro-srioing ac- 
cess to the engine rooms on each 
side, to the valves on top, and to 
practically every other part of the 
aa-ship. 


2. For greater sturdiness, 
the 


Akron has a skeleton of 11 huge 
main rings or frames. These criss- 
crossed frames are really the chief 
"ribs" of the ship. 


Between every 'two main frames 


are three smaller intermediate rings, 
and all are joined by girders, thus 
forming a rigid and stab'e hull strue- 
tnre. 


3. Since helium, a non-inflammable 
gas, is the lifting medium in the 
Akron, the designers have placed the 
compartments within the airship, ex- 
tending shafts 18 feet out to the pro- 
pellers. The result win be a marked 
decrease of air resistance. 


4. Condensers in the Akroa's -water 


recovery system provide enough wa- 
ter ballast from the exhaust gases 
to make Tip -for the weight of the fuel 
used, in flight. Thus the ship's weight 
is kept constant. 


5. At the end of each propeBor 


shaft, a, propeller with blades 18 feet 
long is placed on a swivel joint 
and thus is tilted at any angle from 
vertical to horizonaL Thns the Akron 
will be able to propel itself up or 
down, besides forward and backward- 


S. Being a. naval aircraft, the Ak- 


ron -will have a haagar within one 
of its compartments, or "bays," for 
fivp airplanes. These planes will 
hang from a monorail system, ready 
to be dropped by means of a trapeze 
through a. T-shaped hatchway. More- 
over, it -Rill have a car, suspended 
from a long cable, by which an ob- 
server can be lowered to spy on the 
land below while the airship re- 
mains hidden above the clouds. The 
observer will be in communication 
with his ship by phone. 


In addition, there are emplace- 


ments for sixteen 50-caiiber, high- 
pressure, rapid fire nfles, each cap- 
able of fifing 500 ballets a minute. 


The great airship could be struck 


by numerous buffets without being 
brought down since it has 12 sep- 
arate and distinct gas bags of non-;

METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE 


DISTRICT 


Information on which to base a de- 


cision -as to the practicability and the 
cost of a metropolitan sewerage dis- 
trict to include the cities, towns and 
villages of the Fox river valley from 
Neenah to Kaukauna will be made 
available when the survey proposed 
last week by the Fox River Valley 
Municipalities league is completed. 
The decision to engage engineers to 
make this survey in no way is a com- 
mitment to adopt the project but it is a 
highly important step toward it. 


Sanitary disposal of sewage from 


Fox river valley municipalities has 
been under discussion for a number of 
years. Always there has been the 
threat that state authorities will de- 
mand a system of disposal that will 
eliminate dumping of raw sewage into 
the river. The problem is as pressing 
for the other cities on the rivers as it 
is for Appleton. 


Until the survey is completed it is 


difficult to determine whether it is 
more practicable to organize a metro- 
politan district to include ail the com- 
munities involved or for each commun- 
ity to wrestle with the problem in its 
own way. It is possible the engineers 
might find it more economical that 
two or more districts be organized, 
with separate disposal plants, to elim- 
inate the long connecting sewers be- 
tween the communities which would 
make up a single large district. 


While the survey to ascertain the 


physical facts is underway, the govern- 
ing bodies of the municipalities might 
profitably spend some time studying 
the law regulating the organization 
and conduct of metropolitan sewerage 
districts. It might be that this study, 
as much as the survey will determine 
their future action.

WAGES 


Knowing that the United States Steel 


company's directors were about to meet 
to take an important position' on divi- 
dends, salaries and wages, there issued 
from the White House one of those 
sharp, explicit statements for which' 
Mr. Hoover is known; 


"No member of the administration 


has expressed the view or holds the 
view that the policy of the adminis- 
tration in advocating maintenance of 
wages should be changed. It has not 
been changed." 


Then met the directors of this in- 


dustrial colossus, the first American 
company capitalized with assets of ov- 
er a billion .dollars, employing some- 
thing over 200,000 workers, with about 
225,000 stockholders, its profits on its 
common stock cut to 12 cents a share 
for the first half of the year, and voted 
to reduce its dividend rate from 7 to 
4 per ceat and to cut the salaries of 
its white collared personnel, without/ 
however, any cut in its wage scale. 


Thus was created not only an un- 


usual spectacle but a sound precedent. 


Millions, of employes were in fact 


affected, for, were this holder of a piv- 
otal position in American industry to 
cut wages, it would set a farreaching 
example, and down wages would tum- 
ble, far and wide. 


The steel company occupies a strong 


financial position. It has not paid out 
all its earnings in dividends, but 
through the years, has built up a for- 
midable surplus. Had it not done so, 
with coffers empty, wages would "have 
been cut and dividends eliminated. 


It furnishes impressive evidence of 


the value to the country at large of 
corporations with a well buttressed 
financial position, particularly when 
their affairs are directed by liberal 
minded men. 


Had the Brookhart theory of taxing 


corporate surpluses so as to force their 
distribution among stockholders, been 
adopted by congress, the action of the 
steel company would have been impos- 
sible, and bankruptcy cases would have 
crowded prohibition trials out of the 
federal courts. 


With the cost of living going down 


and with corporation reserves becom- 
ing depleted, with the depression 
stretching out much longer than antic- 
ipated, the time cannot fail to arrive, 
unless the tide turns in the opposite di- 
rection, when wages will have tc be ad- 
justed. 


When great railroad systems like the 


New York Central and Pennsylvania, 
placed in thickly populated districts, 
are actually operating at a deficit, the 
only question remaining is how long 
they can continue it. 


The policy of giving the workmen a 


favored position and cutting wages 
last instead of first, is high-minded and 
rational altruism. 


Large employers of labor have also 


proceeded upon the basis, and seem- 
ingly a sound one, that the longer 
wages could be held up the more stable 
would conditions remain, the less hurt- 
ful would become the ills of the de- 
pression, and the sooner would the up- 
ward trend begin. 


Of course, every corporation must 


examine its own affairs and feel its 
own way. If it is faced with the pros- 
pect of cutting wages or closing down 
altogether there can be but one sensi- 
ble step to take. 


When a depression is on, no one can 


justly blame workmen from steadfast- 
ly resisting the immediate temptation 
to cut wages. 


But when these same workers see 


emplo3Ters taking every staunch step 
possible to maintain the wage scale, 
their conviction that they have received 
fair treatment must tend to make eas- 
ier the solution of the perplexing ques- 
tions of the future.

"that.we cannot wage economic war 
on each other's industries and dis- 
organize each other's economic sys- 
tems without harming ourselves."'

Ex-Czar Ferdinand May Be 


Center Of German Storm

London—If by next fall there Is 


still such a. thins as a cabinet and 
a. Parliament in Germany the gov- 
ernment is going to have a stormy 
time iri the Reichstag- over ex-Czar 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 


The crafty old fox—half German 


Coburg and half French Bourbon— 
loser of his tlirone, kicked out of 
Bulgaria, Avould seem to be a queer 
person for Germans to be fighting- 
about. But when and if the "whole 
story comes- out, it will be a sensa- 
tion. 


For the fact is, so assert the Ger- 


man Socialists, that while Ger- 
many's business and finance are all 
shot to pieces, while the government 
is compelled to pass the hat around 
to the Allied powers for monetary 
support, while taxation has been 
heaped upon the 
German people, 


and while wages have steadfly been 
beaten down, Ferdinand has been 
living fat and rich In Coburg on 
money paid him from the German 
treasury. 


Just why the German taxpayer 


should dig- into his pocket for marks 
and pfennigs which are passed on 
to Ferdinand has never quite been 
made clear. All that is definitely 
known is that the Imperial Govern- 
ment of ex-Kaiser Wilhelm mads 
some sort of arrangement with 
Ferdinand and all the republican ad- 
ministrations since then have honor- 
ed the bonci. 


In January 1921, when Dr. Febr- 


enbacb, was Chancellor and Dr. 
Wirth -was Finance Minister, Fer- 
dinand drew from Germany the sum 
of 25 million marks, or the equiva- 
ent of about 1,500,000 gold marks. 
He Is said to have given the govern- 
ment his written assurance that he 
accepted this as payment in fuH of 
all promises made him by the impe- 
rial government of 1915. 


But in August, 1924, despite this, 


when Eerr Wilhelm Marx was 


Chancellor and Dr. !»Tither, Finance 
Slinister, another million soldi marks 
were paid over to Ferdinand. 
^Ia 1925, when Dr. Luther was 
Chancellor and Dr. Schlieben was 
Finance Minister, 
once more the 


jrclcMhirsty Ferdinand drew down 
another million gold marks. 


Nobody knows what happened, 


but hi April, 1927, when' Dr. Marx 
•was Chancellor and 
Dr. Koehler 


was Finance Minister, the govern- 
ment showed Itself more economical. 
It offered to Ferdinand an annual 
honorarium of 60,000 marks. Fer- 
finand thought this shabby, so In 
3JCay the offer was raised to 100,000. 
Still the ex-czar kicked and by De- 
cember the government had once 
more raised the ante. It would give 
him an annual sum of 120,000 .marks 
—and for the rest of his life. 


In February of this; year, with 


Dr. Bruening as 
Chancellor and 


Dietrich as Finance Minister, the 
crafty Ferdinand got the sum of 
500,000 marks. 


Want to Know Why 


So, all in all, the dethroned czar 


has received out of the treasury 
of the German people over ons mil- 
lion dollars since he fled from Bul- 
garia, The Social Democratic party 
has resolved to put through a mo- 
tion, as soon as the Reichstag meets, 
asking the government to tell all 
about it. In the meantime, the apolo- 
•gists for Ferdinand have been.busy. 
Only their stories don't join up. One 
statement is that when Ferdinand 
determined to take his people Into 
the war on the side of Germany, he 
feared very much for the future of 
his landed estates in the old Austro 
Hungarian empire, if the Central 
Powers lost the war, he was sure to 
lose his lands, which were estimated 
to be worth 25,000,000 marks. So the 
story of one set of apologists is that 
the German imperial government 
guaranteed frfm against this loss.
